The 
great campaign against the spread of 
contagious diseases Is well started 
and many positions have been won, 
but the work that lies ahead is tre¬ 
mendous. 

“With proper precautions and 
proper treatment, deaths from con¬ 
tagious diseases are preventable. 
Every death from such diseases as 
tuberculosis and diphtheria is a re¬ 
proach to the civilization that permits 
it. Any effort to interfere with the 
scientific workers who are striving 
to aid the world in such fields is a 
public calamity. 

“Tuberculosis still causes one death 
out of every seven. It is much more 
contagious than is generally recog¬ 
nized, but if proper measures be 
taken before the disease has pro¬ 
gressed too far, a high percentage of 
cures may be accomplished. The 
state of California, through subsidiz¬ 
ing county hospitals which come up 
to a proper standard in their care of 
tuberculosis cases, is greatly pro¬ 
moting care for nearly cases and the 
all-important matter of early diag¬ 
nosis. A bill has been introduced in 
congress providing a national subsidy 
for the care of tuberculosis patients 
in states other than their own, and 
it is to he hoped that this will become 
a law. 

“A striking example of success in

SAN MATEO TO HAVE 
(MSPfiDWAf 

The California speedway associa¬ 
tion is to build its race track in San 
Mateo. The deal for the site for the 
track has been closed, and as a result 
all the big automobile races for north¬ 
ern California will be held in that 
city. 

The track is to be constructed on 
part of the Howard Estate Company 
property, east of the railroad track. 
It is bounded by Poplar and Mount 
Diablo avenues. 

It is said that the San Mateo 
property was chosen for the runway 
as it is out of the fog belt and pro¬ 
tected from the wind. The trans¬ 
portation service offered by the 
Southern Pacific, United Railroads 
and the Peninsula Rapid Transit Com¬ 
pany was also a consideration. 

The deal between the speedway 
association people and the Howard 
Estate Company was consummated 
Saturday, according to the reports 
that have ben sent out from the asso¬ 
ciation officials in San Francisco. 

The other sites for the track which 
were considered by the association 
were in Oakland and one at Tanforan 
track in this city. Because of certain 
complications the consideration of 
these sites was abandoned. 

No announcement as to when the 
work on the speedway will be started 
has been made, but it is said that the 
association hopes to begin work at 
once. The failure of the association 
to agree on a site in the past is all 
that has forestolled the construction 
of a speedway, as the money for the 
work, it is said, has been on hand for 
some time.

SALE OF ROUND VALLEY 

INDIAN LANDS, CALIFORNIA 


The secretary of the interior has au¬ 
thorized the public sale at Willits, 
California, commencing at 10 o’clock 
a. m., on August 29, 1916, of the un¬ 
disposed lands in the Round valley In ¬ 
dian reservation, California, under the 
act of February 8, 1905 (33 Stat., 706). 
The lands are located in Mendocino 
and Trinity counties, California, in the 
San Francisco and Eureka land dis¬ 
tricts, and have an aggregate area of 
44,106.73, which have been appraised 
at $56,230.79. The lands have been 
arranged in 302 blocks, having an 
average of 146 acres in each block. 
The lands are to be sold at not less 
than the appraised price in the man¬ 
ner in which they have been blocked 
out, though the superintendent of sale 
may first offer less than an entire 
block. Purchasers will be req lired to 
pay at least one-third down, the bal¬ 
ance in two equal annual install¬ 
ments, with interest at 5 per cent per 
annum on deferred payments, in addi¬ 
tion to commissions. 

No limit is fixed as to the amount 


of land any one person may buy, and 
no showing will be required as to age, 
citizenship, residence, cultivation or 
improvements. 

The lands are in general mountain¬ 
ous, with several small valleys, and 
are almost entirely covered with brush 
and timber. The timber, aside from 
madrona, consists of oaks, valuable 
only for firewood, and conifers, oii 
doubtful economic value. 

The country is well adapted by 
nature to almost any kind of agri¬ 
cultural use. Vine and fruit, as well 
as grain and alfalfa culture, should, it 
is reported, be highly successful as 
far as the raising of crops is con¬ 
cerned, and poultry and dairy prod¬ 
ucts should do well. Progress along 
these lines has been hampered by lack 
of market facilities. The nearest rail- 
! road point is Dos Rios, fourteen miles 
' from Covelo, and eighteen miles from 
the nearest point on the lands to be 
sold. The present principal industry 
of settlers is the raising of cattle and 
hogs and some sheep. 

A schedule of lands and other in¬ 
formation in regard to the sale may 
be obtained upon inquiry of the regis¬ 
ter and receiver of the United States 
land offices at San Francisco and 
Eureka, California, or of the superin¬ 
tendent of sale, at the time of sale.

FIRE INCREASE TIMBER- 

DESTROYING BEETLES 

Foresters state that the ravages of 
timber-destroying beetles cannot be 
controlled by ground fire as is popu¬ 
larly supposed. These beetles br^ed 
beneath the bark of the trunks of 
standing green trees at such a dis¬ 
tance above the ground that the effects 
of the average ground fire are not felt 
by them. On the other hand, it has 
been found that trees which are 
slightly injured by scorching have a 
peculiar attraction for these insects 
and that they breed in them in large 
quantities. Fires, therefore, have a 
tendency to increase the number of 
destructive beetles rather than to 
diminish this number. 

NEW HIGHWAY BEING 

COMPLETED AT REDWOOD 

The stretch of highway from Beres- 
ford crossing to Redwood City is now 
being built, workmen having appeared 
on the ground in the last few days 
and operations started. This stretch 
of road, about four and one-half miles, 
is the last between San Francisco and 
San Jose to be completed. When 
finished there will be one stretch of 
fine driveway clear through. 

The new piece of road is being 
built on the west side of the railroad 
tracks, and two dangerous railroad 
crossings eliminated. Instead of cross¬ 
ing the tracks at Beresford and then 
recrossing them at Redwood City, the 
highway is being built straight down 
along the west side.

An Ordinance Imposing- a License Tax 
Upon Laundry Routes in the City of 
South San Francisco.

fows ® an Francisco do ordain as fol- 


HER M0T0RC0AT.

Section 1 Every person, firm or cor¬ 
poration, either as principal or agent, 
who maintains a laundry route, or who 
carries on a laundry business as agent, 
solicitor, representative, or employee 
shall pay a license tax of Two Hundred 
and fifty Dollars ($250.00) per annum, 
payable quarterly in advance, unless the 
master or principal has paid such 
license tax. It shall be unlawful to 
carry on or solicit for such laundry 
business until said tax shall be paid; 
provided, however, that nothing therein 
contained shall apply to any persons, 
him or corporation having a fixed place 
of business within the City of South San 
I- ranclsco where laundry work is done. 

Section 2. Every person who shall 
violate any of the terms of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) or by imprison¬ 
ment for not more than one month, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 
Each day’s continuance of violation of 
the terms of this ordinance shall con¬ 
stitute a separate offense and shall be 
punishable as herein provided. 

Section 3. Ordinance No. 68 of the 
City of South San Francisco entitled 
"An ordinance imposing a license tax 
upon laundry routes in the City of South 
San Francisco” passed and adopted Mav 
19th, 1913, is hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper printed, published 
and circulated in the City of South San 
Francisco and shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the expiration 
of thirty (30) days from the date of its 
passage. 

Introduced tills 20th day of July, 
1916.
